Human r.-ibnr at Great Altitudes. 


Investigation among the workmen on 


the Peruvian Central railroad has 
brought some curious facts to light con- 
cerning tho capabilities of men to labor 
in rarefied atmosphere. The line starts 
at Lima, in latitude 13 degrees, and the 
highest point reached by the road is at 
the tunnel of Galcria, which is 16,645 
feet above &ea level. From deductions 
mado by tho investigators, it appears 
that the men were able to perform a 
fair "'sea level" day's work at any place 
alon<» the route where the altitude was 
not greater than 8,000 or 10,000 feet, 
providing they had gradually worked up 
to that height from lower levels. At 
al tit ades above 10,000 feet and under 
12,000 tho amount of work performed 
by' each man showed a sudden falling 
off of from one-fourth to one-third, and 
at from 13,000 to 15,000 feet 100 men 
could do no more work than 50 would 
at sea level.—St. Louis Republic. 


Tlie World on a Sldo Wall. 


On the wall of one of the big down 


town steamship companies' offices is a 
huge map representing Lao earth. On 
this are miniature ships about two 
inches long, representing in the aggre- 
gate the company's fleet. From day to 
day, 
according to the average rate of

The recent strike of the employes of 


the Pullman Palace Car Company at 
the town of Fallnmxi near Chicago has 
iirected attention to the methods in 
cogue at that placo. 
The Chicago 


papers say that the Pullmans are 
multi-millionaires. 
The source of 


their income is such that they make 
money whether times are good or bad. 
Dull times may reduce their profits, 
bat they make money all the time, 
rbey pay what competition in the 
labor market compuls them to pay, but 
act a cent more. In Pullman, the town 
which they have bnilt, rent is not regu- 
lated by competition because there ia 
no competition. 
Instead of a city 


built by a millionaire for his employes 
being a blessing it is a curse. The 
town and every building in it is owned 
by the Pullmans. They charge the 
men in their employ all the rent they, 
can pay and they deduct the rent from 
the wages of the men. No one can live 
In the town without their consent, as 
they own all the buildings, and no one 
can build in the uwn without their 
permission, as they own all the land, 
When men strike agam^t a rednctiou 
of waget, or for any cause do not work, 
they are ordered to leave, and the order 
La always enforced. It is intimated 
that if many corporations followed 
the example of the Pullmans it would 
be necessary to pass laws prohibiting 
enterprises such as in Pullman's case 
have heretofore been heralded as a 
benefaction. • 


TOK OKEGON KLKCTION! 


An election Tor Congressmen, State 


and county officers and Members of 
the Legislature will bo held in Oregon 
next Monday, Juue 4th. The Silver 
State has advices from the State which 
indicates what the result will be. It 
says: 


"Oregon is flooded with Wall Street 


boodle and stump orators from New 
York in the interest of the Republican 
party. The money ia being freely used 
in the cities in buying up the slum 
vote. It is thought with this vote and 
this money the Republicans will carry 
the State. No party ever before made 
such great efforts aq the Republicans 
are now making in Oregon. The flght 
is between the Republicans and the 
People's party. The Democrats are 
not in it. The old line Democrats who 
voted for ClevelaLd are working for 
Republican success. 
The railroads, 


the banks and all the trusts are aiding 
the K- o. p. Three hundred thousand 
dollars have been contributed to the 
Republican fund, mainly from outside 
of the State. The People's party has 
raised a fund of only $2,250 for legiti- 
mate expenses. This fund comes di- 
rect from the people in small contri- 
butions."

.LAWS. 


The Congress of the United States 


passed an act prohibiting the importa- 
tion of contract labor. 
Five or six 


(rears ago an Episcopal Minister, who 
jame from England under contract to 
oroach in a New York church, was held 
tor violating the law. The object in 
that case was to arouse public indigna- 
tion against the act as its enforcement 
Interfered with coal and iron operators 
in Pennsylvania and other States who 
wanted cheap foreign labor. 


No v the Government is violating the 


provisions of tho act by importing 
labor from Lapland. Yesterday sixteen 
Lapps arrived in San Francisco on 
their way to Alaska. They were im- 
ported by the Government under con- 
tract to teach the Alaskans how to 
train and manage reindeer. The Gov- 
ernment imported a number of rein- 
deer from Siberia with the object of 
domesticating them in Alaska, 
The 


Lapps understand all the peculiarities 
and habits of the deer and this know- 
ledge they are expected to impart to 
the natives of Ahiska. As the Lapps 
do r.ot compete with persous engaged 
in any industry in the UniLe J States it 
is not probable that proceedings will 
Le instituted against the Government 
for importing them in direct con- 
travention of a law of the United 
States. 


WJET AN1> 1>RV PLACES. 


The Philadelphia Record has been 


studying the meteorological reports of 
the Weather Bureau and gives the rov 
suit of its observations as follows: 


The wettest place in the United 


States is Neah Bay, Washington, where 
the average annual rainfall is 123 
inches. The dryest place in the United 
States, where regular observations are 
taken, is Fort Garland, Colorado, 
where the averago annual rainfall is 
less than six inches. There are, how- 
ever, localities in Arizona, Nevada and 
Utah where rain has never been known 
to fall. 


If science can devise some means of 


equalizing the raiufall, so that the sur- 
plus moisture in Oregon and Washing- 
ton can be conveyed in the clouds to 
i'>3 arid regions of the country and 
i:iere distributed, it will accomplish 
something worthy of the close of the 
nineteenth centurv.

The first question is very easily ans- 


wered. The defeat of the Wilson bill 
cannot restore prosperity, for under 
the present financial conditions Europe 
gets the benefit of our tariff legislation. 
If we have a high tariff the manufact- 
uring establishments are enabled to 
pay larger dividends. The stocks and 
bonds of these corporations are largely 
held in Europe and they get the bene- 
fit of increased dividends. On the other 
hand, if we have a low tariff, the Euro- 
pean stockholder gets smaller dividends 
but the European manufacturer makes 
good this loss to Europe by being able 
to sell more goods in this market, so in 
either case Europe gets the benefit of 
our tariff laws- 


The second question ia also, easily 


answered. The free coinage of silver, 
with a full legal tender quality, will 
enable the debtor to pay his obligations 


silver as well as in gold. It is just 


as lawful for the Government to legis- 
late in the interests of the people as in 
the interest of the bondholder. The 
Government changed the conditions of 
all money obligations when it destroyed 
one half of the currency and demone- 
tized silver. The Supreme Court has 
decided that the Government can sti- 
pulate what shall constitute legal ten- 
der and, Mr. Hoar, one of the goldbug 
editors of the New York Tribune, admits 
that Congress can enact laws that will, 
in effect, release debtors from their ob- 
ligations. 


The third question is, also, easy of 


solution. At the present time there are 
about $1,100,000,000 of gold and silver in 
the United States available for money. 
This would be about $15 per capita, 
the remaining $35 per capita would be 
made good by the issue of United 
States legal tender currency and the 
Populists would see that the bondhol- 
ders would not be allowed to have the 
exception clause inserted on its back. 
If Mr. Gorse desires any more informa- 
tion on the currency question Farmer 
will furnish it to the best of hia ability.

$200,000 at poker with the aid of a trick 
table of his own invention Bert Guyon, 
an ex-California gambler of many 
aliases, together with three pals, is now 
awaiting trial at Chicago on a charge of 
robbery. 


An explosion on the ground floor of 


a double tenement house in New York 
City resulted in the death of Lizzie 
Yaeger, aged four years, and the seri- 
ous injury of four other children. It 
appears that there was a distillery in 
the building vrhere the explosion oc- 
curred. 


Tho Arkansaw river is flooding 


Pueblo, Colorado. About five inches 
of rain fell in that vicinity and wash- 
outs and landslides have blockaded 
the railroads. The five roads running 
to Pueblo are tied up and hundreds of 
people are homeless. The levees are 
broken in six places on the Arkansaw 
river. 


A week ago Captain J. E. Moody 


dropped dead of heart disease while 
ejecting a boisterous stranger from the 
theater at Los Angeles. Yesterday his 
widow, Delia Moody, was found lying 
on his grave at Evergreen cemetery 
with a bullet hole through her heart.

Russell of Elko and J. R. Bradley of 
Reno, two cattlemen of Nevada, are at 
tho Lick. They are both of the opinion 
that people of California who are ship- 
ping stock into Nevada are taking a 
big risk, on account of the uncertainty 
of the whiter ranges. New cattle, they 
say never do well the first winter, but 
get along all right after they have be- 
come acclimated. Both of these gen- 
tlemen say they had thought of buying 
some cattle and shipping them to their 
ranches in Nevada, but decided not to 
do so when they observed the large in- 
flux from this State. Grass is good 
now, but they anticipate trouble next 
winter.
